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VBT puts 6.5 mills 
for Public Safety

December 2016. 

Trustee Brenda McClanahan, a retired 
officer from the Detroit Police Department, 
cast the only no vote. She said she voted 
no on the November 2015 proposal for 6.5 
mills, as well, and that proposal was turned 
down by voters. 

She said the board members are supposed 
to bring their knowledge and experience 
to the table to make decisions. She said

School Board close to 
hiring new principal for 
Belleville High School

Abdul Madyun, former Belleville 
High School principal and now Human 
Resources Director at the Van Buren Public 
Schools, said they were getting close to 
hiring a new principal for BHS. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
Madyun said he hopes to have a selection 
to recommend at next Monday’s school 
board meeting. 

He said phone interviews with applicants 
were done last week while he was on 
vacation and the field was whittled down 
to four. By Tuesday, [Aug. 9] he expected 
the field to be down to three, he said. 

Madyun said it is very important for him 
to get someone in the principal’s position 
as soon as possible. 

The board approved the hiring of Sean 
Garland as Network/IT Administrator as of 
Aug. 22 and Madyun said Garland passed 
all the interviews with flying colors. He 
said Garland, who graduated from BHS, 
has been in the IT field for 23 years, the last 
15 years with IBM. His daughter attends 
the Van Buren Schools and his son is on the 
way to being ready for school. 

In other business at Monday’s 35-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved the resignation of Rosemary 


Pagareski from the Transportation 
Department after one year of service as of 
Aug. 2; 


e Approved the rehiring of Shareen 
Barker as Director of Finance as of Aug. 8. 
Barker has tendered her resignation which 
the board accepted and then said she would 
like to rescind her resignation. She was 
asked to reapply for the position and she 
was chosen to succeed herself; 

e Approved extending the milk bid from 
last year to the upcoming school year for 
Sun Valley/Berkshire Dairy and extending 
the bid of Great Lakes Bakery for another 
year for bread. Both bids are through 
the Southwest Wayne County Buying 
Cooperative Group, which is made up of 
eight school districts; 

e Approved the $6.65 low bid for 
fresh-made pizzas to Marco’s Pizza over 
Domino’s at $7.50. Neither bidder agreed 
to provide the whole grain crust and the 
Van Buren Schools will seek a waiver 
on this from the state to allow enriched 
crusts instead. She has learned, many other 
districts have received the waiver. Barker 
said she is sure the students will like the 
taste of this crust better. School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak said Marco furnishes the pizzas 
at Milan, his previous school district, and

Judge Green arraigns Cahill on charge of second-degree murder

After a 12-year-old girl died of injuries 
suffered in a traffic accident, the driver of 
the vehicle allegedly at fault was arraigned 
on new charges — which included second- 
degree murder. 

Charles James Cahill, Jr., 49, of Sumpter 
Township was arraigned on an amended 
warrant on Aug. 3 by 34" District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green. 

Cahill was present by way of a video 
feed from the Wayne County Jail, where he 
was being held on $1 million bond. Judge 
Green revoked his bond and remanded him 
to the jail without bond. 

Judge Green said since Cahill had no 
attorney at yet that he should remain silent 
and she entered a not-guilty plea on his 
behalf. 


His probable cause conference was set 
for Aug. 17 before Judge Green and his 
preliminary exam for Aug. 24 before Judge 
David Parrott. 

Judge Green read the new charges, 
starting with homicide/second-degree 
murder, which she said was punishable by 
a maximum of life in prison. 

The high blood-alcohol content of 
.203 within seven years of a conviction 
is punishable by a maximum of 20 years 
in prison. There also was a high BAC 
misdemeanor charge. 

She read off the list of his past convictions 
for operating while intoxicated:

e 1987 — Plymouth 

e 1989 — Westland 

e 1991 — Westland 

e 1994 — Detroit

Judge Green said the third official notice 
calls for a maximum of five years in jail; his 
driving while license suspended, 15 years 
in jail; and driving with open container, 
a 90-day misdemeanor. His label as a 
habitual offender could make his sentence 
a life offense, she said. 

Cahill’s driver’s license had been revoked 
by the Secretary of State in 1990 but he 
continued to drive. 

The jury box in Judge Green’s courtroom 
was filled with television cameras,

At Tuesday’s special meeting of the Van

Former Supervisor Paul White, who 
is one of the four Democrat finalists for 
four trustee posts, said he would support 
renewing the four mills, but not going for 
6.5 mills. He called the idea to have voters 
give more money to Public Safety so the 
township could keep the extra 2.5 mills it 
would have given to Public Safety to spend 
on other items was a “bait and switch ... I 
think this is terrible, terrible,’ White said. 

Kevin McNamara, former county 
commissioner who won the Democrat 
Primary for VBT Supervisor, said he was 
in favor of the tax increase because it will 
free up dependence on the landfill.

I looked under the train and saw two 
Belleville Police cars parked on the west 
side of the track and I could see the feet of 
two police officers. Then, they were gone. 
No feet. The cars were still there and it was 
90 degrees out. Could I assume they were 
in their cars with the AC on? 

Then, I saw the feet of a civilian on the 
ground as if someone was sitting in the 
back seat of the police car. Still no police 
feet back. It’s hard to see much peeking 
under a parked train. I didn’t think it was 
a good idea to climb between or under the 
boxcars just to talk to a police officer. 

Once the Great Lakes towing truck 
arrived the police officers climbed through 
the train couplings and waved me back. 
The first truck couldn’t lift the car, so a 
second Great Lakes truck arrived and did 
the job.

Today I reviewed the election campaign 
literature that I received from Kevin 
McNamara who won the Democrat 
Primary vote this past Tuesday, August 2. 
If elected township supervisor he pledged, 
“to improve our roads and township 
infrastructure(?) through money made 
available from the county and state.” That 
sounds interesting, but just what money 
is available from Wayne County and how 
does he propose to wrangle any substantial 
grants from Lansing? 

Then he indicates that he wants to, “get 
our schools back on track”. That’s a noble 
endeavor for sure and everyone in our 
community can agree that steps should 
be taken to restore our confidence in the 
local school system and our board of 
education. However, we previously had a 
program established with WCCC wherein 
Belleville High School students could 
qualify for studies at the Western Wayne 
County Campus on Haggerty Road and 
those students who participated could earn 
an Associate’s Degree while completing 
their high school academic courses at 
WCCC. Even though this was a great 
opportunity for earning a free diploma 
from community college the stipulations 
that went along with the qualifications 
were apparently too great for most children 
to actually want to participate. A free 
education isn’t necessarily a good thing if 
the students have no skin in the game, so 
to speak. 

Next, Kevin wants to “Get Visteon 
Village filled by new tenants! This makes 
it an asset to our community rather than 
a drain on our pocket books.” I haven’t a 
clue as to what he means since there isn’t 
a Visteon Village any longer. That property 
was sold to a private, out-of-state real 
estate investment firm: Sovereign Partners 
LLC. The 287-acre development is today 
referred to as the Grace Lake Corporate 
Center and it is currently filled to capacity 
with tenants who have signed long-term 
leases with the real estate investment firm 
that owns the property. 

Van Buren Township has no say in who

can or cannot reside in this complex; it’s 
a private business and not a municipal 
asset. However, the township can regulate 
the type of businesses that locate on this 
property through zoning ordinances that 
restrict manufacturing and certain other 
development planning. What “tenants” is 
he referring to and how does he propose 
to make any changes to the long-term 
leases signed and agreed to for this private 
property? 

Finally, he proposes that we, “Maintain 
quality Police/Fire/Rescue with quality 
oversight.” Quality is arguably a question 
of individual perception and what satisfies 
some people may not be what others require 
for their standards. A proposed 6.5 mills 
for a dedicated Public Safety Department 
was recently defeated in our township with 
efforts led by Trustee Brenda McClanahan 
and the current POLC president. I suppose 
we'll have to continue to “rob Peter to pay 
Paul” in order to make ends meet. 

Residents of the City of Wayne were just 
asked to support a proposed dedicated 14 
mills for Public Safety and it was defeated 
without any hope of resolving the crisis in 
that community. The City of Wayne is in 
a similar situation as Van Buren Township 
and was using Ford Motor Company taxes 
to balance the General Budget. Afterwards, 
when the federal courts decided in favor of 
Ford and that the city had actually over- 
taxed the company that revenue not only 
disappeared -- it had to be paid back. The 
deficit this has created in the City of Wayne 
General Budget has resulted in a municipal 
bankruptcy situation for residents in that 
community. Our future could face a similar 
plight by 2019 due to the bankruptcy 
settlement that left our residents holding 
the bond debt incurred when the Grace 
Lake property was first developed for sale 
to Visteon. Thank you, POLC President 
Adam Byrd and Brenda McClanahan for 
saving a few dollars now so that we can be 
devastated in the near future! 

Supervisor-elect McNamara also wants to, 
“Draw in vibrant businesses,” something 
everyone would like to see happen. First, 
we need to secure a tax base that will 
sufficiently meet the requirements of this 
township so that our welcome mat won’t 
be muddied with a defunct tax structure 
accompanied by depleted municipal 
services. The landfill tipping fees could 
have been used to help pay down the bond 
debt, but instead we continue to depend on 
those tipping fees to subsidize our yearly 
General Fund Budget. By the way, there 
are very few “patrol officers” who actually 
reside in this community (less than a 
handful). The POLC, an affiliation led by 
Patrol Officer Adam Byrd, succeeded in 
defeating a very worthwhile proposal that 
would have insured that we could maintain 
our current level of Public Safety without 
having to incorporate the “blended-rate 
officer pay” into the equation. With 4 
mills that can’t happen and layoffs will be 


assured -- which should make the blended 
rate officers quite happy, I suppose?

the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education, where she has served in the 
past, took a poll and listened to voters. That 
board reduced the Sinking Fund millage it 
was seeking from 1.3 to .5 mills, which the 
voters passed last November. 

Trustee McClanahan, whose husband 
was a former VBT Public Safety Director, 
said she supports the police department, 
but objects to the way this proposal was 
presented. 

“There is a contentious group of residents 
who do not support 6.5 mills and ... the 
reality is we work for them,’ McClanahan 
said, adding the board needs to show the 
public why they need the money. 

Clerk Leon Wright spoke to the timing 
of the proposal and why the board needed 
a special meeting. He said the Primary 
Election was Tuesday and that’s when 
they looked at the dates. He said he asked 
Supervisor Linda Combs if she still wanted 
the public safety millage on the November 
ballot and she said she did. He told her they 
had a deadline coming up real soon. She 
asked when and he told her next week. 

“We had to have a special board meeting 
to get it to the county on time,” Clerk Wright

He said the 6.5 mills will be dedicated 
to Public Safety and will relieve the money 
being spent on Public Safety in the general 
fund. 

“We have to relieve the pressure on the 
general fund and this is one way to do it,” 
Clerk Wright said. 

Three speakers opposed the proposal, 
saying the new millage will give the 
township more money to squander on 
frivolous items, like the new DPW trucks. 

Paul White, former township supervisor 
who is a finalist for trustee, said the millage 
is dedicated to the Public Safety Department, 
but will that department get their budget 
increased by $2 million? 

“If not, how do you propose that money to 
be spent?” White asked. 

Clerk Wright said this Public Safety 
millage will relieve taking money from the 
general fund for public safety. 

“We want to keep our township secure,” 
he said. “We have to relieve the pressure on 
the general fund and this is one way to do 
it.” 

Kevin McNamara, who won the Democratic 
primary for supervisor, supported the 6.5 
mills. He said VBT hasn’t used its landfill 
money the way it was supposed to be used to 
increase the quality of life in the township. 
Instead it was used to balance the budgets. 

He said Canton, for example, used its 
landfill money to build a music theater, 
police buildings, and other amenities. 

“This 2.5 mills is going to lighten the load 
on the landfill money,” McNamara said. 

Supervisor Combs said more people 
vote in a Presidential election and so this 
will give more people a chance to make a 
decision on the millage. 

“Yes, it frees up some money in the 
general fund, not necessarily for the Visteon 
bond, but our other responsibilities in the 
building, senior, and other departments,” 
she said. “We can’t continue on the back of 
the landfill.” 

It was noted if the millage fails, there were 
four more elections next year when it could 
be presented to voters.

running for an elected office and the aim 
of the city council seem to be directed at 
attempting to get more business and more 
people downtown. 

As part of expanding Belleville to the 
outside world and welcoming more people 
to visit here, first, the city wanted to appear 
to be friendly and took over the ownership 
of Main Street, as they wanted to control 
the parking for the visitors that came to the 
city. 

If you want to know a little history of 
Belleville from the 1940s and ‘50s, these 
are a few businesses that were found on 
Main Street. There were restaurants, meat 
markets, grocery stores, drug stores, dress 
shops, hardwares, shoe stores, bowling 
alley, bakery, and a dairy along with seven 
gas stations within the city. I’ve also 
forgotten some businesses, the shoe repair 
shop, and the garment cleaners and tailor 
repairs, several doctors’ offices, a flower 
shop, barber shops — one of which featured 
the use of a bathroom so men could take a 
weekly bath with a towel furnished for a 
small fee. 

The car show has been going on scheduled 
for four hours every Monday night through 
July, August, and September and is 
continually grown in size and increasing 
number of vehicles on display each week. 

The City of Belleville hosts the National 
Strawberry Festival for four or fivedays with 
Main Street closed — also our Art Council 
residents responsible for the art fairs that 
the city hosts that draw many people from 
the outside to the vendors that occupied 
Main Street. Then, there is a Halloween 
celebration, with the Oktoberfest and where 
Main Street is decorated with cornstalks, 
different figurines, and costumes. The city 
also has a Christmas festival and a parade 
where Santa Claus welcomes the young 
ones in Belleville and they get to meet 
him for the first time in the First United 
Methodist Church. A museum is located in 
the center of town to help people come to 
this location. The city enjoys a reputation 
as a good place to live, raise your family, 
and you will hear many comments from 
outsiders telling you that this little city 


always seems to have something to promote 
itself and to satisfy the different branches 
of citizenship that live here. I have not 
forgotten the ice figurines or the other 
activities that take place at various times 
of the year. It’s all part of Belleville. Our 
concerts in the park, placement of flags at 
the graves of servicemen in the cemetery, 
plus other activities such as the Taste of 
Belleville. 

The calamity in the article that was 
published seem to scandalize what the city 
council is trying to do and the businesses 
and that is bringing more people into our 
community — securing the leading principle 
of improving relationships between 
businesses and the public so that the 
people will continually return to the city of 
Belleville. The letter also implied that the 
closing of Main Street for four hours once a 
week prevented him from journeying from 
Ann Arbor or finding a local restaurant to 
eat his meal. It should be noted that there 
are two additional full-service restaurants 
and two outstanding sandwich shops that 
are all within a block of the boundaries 
of the car show. The car show has been 
going on for four hours every Monday 
night through July, August and September 
and has continually grown in size where 
I believe the last count was over 200 cars 
on display. All of this is arranged by Mr. 
Copsey, with approval of the city council 
to use Main Street. Mr. Copsey handles 
all the expenses of the show setting up the 
tent for vehicle registration at no cost to 
the owner of the automobile. He provides 
three or four workers in identifiable shirts 
to help direct and tell participants where to 
park. He goes further, knowing that people 
are here during their supper hour and he 
prepares pulled pork slider sandwiches 
that are delivered to your location for a 
dollar apiece and also furnishes water and 
Gatorade for the pleasure of the people 
attending this event. It is with great dismay 
I see a letter that scandalizes these places 
of business trying to reach a goal of 
bringing more people into Belleville. The 
letter seems to distort the work that this 
restaurant owner is attempting to reach 
and maligns with an unfavorable term. A 
second letter was describing the owner 
of the restaurant and how the business is 
consistently helping the food bank at the 
First Methodist Church, the police and

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fire services, and people who have been 
subjected to extreme hardships. 

Due to an accident where the airbags in 
my vehicle did not deploy, I’m no longer 
able to drive my antique vehicle, but am 
delighted to be able to attend the show on 
Monday night in my wheelchair. I look 
around and see others in wheelchairs and 
recognize some of the less-fortunate people 
who have been in accidents and are now 
being cared for in special facilities for their 
head and spinal injuries. Their presence is 
classified as an outing for them to attend 
and view the automobile in an effort to 
recall some memories of their earlier days. 

While serving as president of the Veteran 
Motor Car Club of America, one of the 
club tours took us to the Rio Rancho, 
Arizona. The tour director, following an 
old trend of the West, took the entire group 
of 165 cars to his church to have the cars 
blessed by the local priest. I later wrote to 
this priest and thanked him for inviting the 
cars to his church and blessing them and 
the 165 drivers. The priest wrote back in a 
letter that I'd like to tell you the contents: 
“in essence, Mr. Bluhm, you will never 
know what pleasure and privilege you and 
your fellow enthusiasts bring to people 
and restore memories of their past with 
their loved ones. I wish to thank you for 
bringing your car here. It is my pleasure and 
I thank God for your presence and ask Him 
to protect you while you and your fellow 
drivers are on the road and especially for 
showing your automobiles so that many 
people will be able to reminisce and feel 
the contentment that these automobiles 
bring in making their day.” 

This is what I firmly believe Mr. Copsey is 
trying to instill within the city of Belleville 
to serve people and bringing new folks 
into our community to attend the shows, 


the concerts on the lake, and showing the 
visitors our town. It is an essential part of 
making Belleville and the cordiality that 
we show to these visitors. There are 168 
hours in the week and this event takes 
four hours from that 168. It hardly seems 
reasonable for anyone to make a complaint 
for them and to come up to some wildly 
formed jargon. I urge you to continue in a 
manner which has been successful. 

If necessary, I will pass out petitions and 
get people to sign wanting to come and 
spend Monday nights in Belleville. You 
are doing a great service and I hope you 
continue not only for my benefit, but for all 
the others who come for some fellowship or 
memory reason — like the priest described 
in Rio Rancho. Thank you also and the city 
council members who voted their approval 
for this type of activity arrangement and 
for the 400 to 500 people who come each 
week.

Poore how to stay out of 
Van Buren Township

At a court session on July 27 before 
34" District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green, Scott Allen Poore, 42, waived his 
preliminary exam on charges of assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm less 
than murder and assault with a dangerous 
weapon/felonious assault on July 5 in Van 
Buren Township. 

His arraignment on the information at 
circuit court is 9 a.m. Aug. 10. 

Poore was free on $5,000 personal 
recognizance bond, with the stipulation 
of his bond that he stay out of Van Buren 
Township, which was set by Judge Brian A. 
Oakley at Poore’s arraignment. 

At Poore’s probable cause conference 
on July 20 before Judge Oakley, Poore’s 
retained attorney David Cripps asked that 
the stipulation be lifted because of Poore’s 
business. 

Judge Oakley said on July 7 he asked 
Poore directly if that stipulation was a 
problem and he said no. 

Poore then told Judge Oakley that his 
shop is next door to the Van Buren Police 
Department and it is a problem because he 
has a business in VBT. 

Judge Oakley appeared irritated that Poore 
hadn’t said anything until now and he asked 
the assistant prosecutor about it and she said

she has no information on this. 

Officer in charge is Detective Donovan 
McCarthy and he told Judge Oakley that 
the victim in this case is Poore’s ex-wife’s 
new husband. Judge Oakley left the bond 
stipulation in place.

Judge Green to waive his preliminary exam, 
attorney Cripps again asked to drop the 
stipulation about staying out of Van Buren 
Township. He said Poore lives in Livonia 
and rents a garage at Willow Run Airport 
and would like to be able to go there alone. 

After Judge Green determined this was 
not near the location where the incident 
happened, he directed Poore to go to the 
airport by a route that keeps him out of 
VBT. He is to take I-94 to Rawsonville 
Road and go to Willow Run Airport from 
that direction.

Ted Donald Sinclair, 38, had been lodged 
in the Wayne County Jail on a drunk driving 
charge and driving while license suspended 
although he was due for release on his

labeled a habitual offender which will 
increase his penalties. 

Sinclair was brought to Judge Oakley’s 
courtroom by the county on July 20 
although the county stopped delivering 
incarcerated defendants to court for probable 
cause conferences earlier this year. This 
appearance was supposed to be by video. 

Attorney Dupee asked for an adjournment 
of Sinclair’s probable cause conference 
because he’s been waiting in jail for a tether 
for two weeks.
